The people of the State of Nevada, 

represented in Senate and Assembly, do

Trourme IN THE TRUCKEE. 


A DAY SPENT IN THE RECREATION 
OF THE CONTEMPLATIVE MAX. 


Some of the Charms of Angling---The 
Truckee Fisherman's Out fit---Hook- 
ing a Big Fish--Fisherman’s Luck-- 
Habits of the Trout---How Indians 
Spear Fish. 


It is the early morning of a bright 
spring day. In the brilliant blue sky 
gauzy patches of white cloud hang 
motionless, seemingly suspended mid- 
way between heaven andearth. The 
sunshine brings out the rich tones of 
color in the great naked hills that rise 
on every hand from out the valley, 
and is reflected in glistening glory 
from the snows that cover all the high 
Sierra. Ihe sweet uotes of the mead- 
ow lark come floating through the s- 
lent air, and yonder the bird is seen 
with that queer black band around 
the straining throat, and the yellow 
breast swelling with the melody that 
comes pouriog forth, What music 
can be more delightful? Both the 
the veteran angler and the younger 
one, who jog along side by side down 
the south bank of the Truckee, agree 
that no harmony can be finer. Let 
those soft, low warblings which come 
from some shy linnet on its hidden 
perch in that fringe of budding wil- 
lows by the river's brink, can hardly 
suffer in comparison, Aod what mel- 
ody there is, too, in the sound of the 
watera of the river, as they flow 
swiftly onward in an ever-varying 
harmoay. All this music the ears of 
the anglers drink in as they walk 
along, pleased with every sight and 
every sound, 
THE RIG OF THE ANCIENT ANGLER. 


The ancien: angler carries a long 
bamboo rod, strong and stiff, iono- 
cent, throughout all its length, of ar- 
tificial joints. Stout rings of wire 
guide the heavy line from reel to tip. 
A codtish hook is at the end of the 
line, attached to it by a length of 
doubie gut, terminating in a swivel. 
Above the swivel are several heavy 
sinkers ot split buckshot. From the 
shoulders of the ancient angler a ca- 
pacious sack depends, and in bis haud 
he carries a tin pail with a perforated 
lid, full of water and minnows. Such 
is the outfit of the typical Truckee 
fisherman, which, however, is incom- 
plete without a yellow dog. For 
what purpose the Truckee fisherman 
takes a yellow dog with him is a mys- 
tery yet unsolved, but true it is that a 
yellow dog is almost always to be 
found by his side. It may be that 
the society of the canine is the end in 
view, for your Truckee angler is usu- 
ally a solitary being, jealous of the ap- 
pruaches of his kind to his favorite 
haunts, and secretive of his knowledge 
of the spots where the trout most love 
to lie. 

BAITING THE HOOK. 


Arrived at a favorite fishing ground, 
the veteran proceeds to bait his hook. 
Any fool can bait a hook, but to bait 
it properly and well requires a nice 
cupniog. The veteran opens his pail. 
The frightened minnows swim swiftly 
round and round in wild alarm. In 
goes the angler’s left hand and out it 
comes with a minnow in its grasp. 
Holding the wriggling captive gently 
between his thumb and finger, the 
angler with nice care puts the point 
of the book down its throat, and 
bending the fish brings out the barb 
low down on the right side, near to 
the anal fin. The art in this operation 
is not to impair the vitality of the 
minnow more than may be necessary, 
so that it may live some time upon 
the hoek, and by its futile squirmings 
to get free attract the attention of the 
cruel trout, which likes vivacity in a 
minoow. And it is part of the angler's 


lart to so bait the hook that it will 


spin in the water by the action of the 
current, and thus become more notice- 
t ble to the trout. Having thus baited 
his hook, the veteran by a dexterous 
metion of his pole casts the line into 
the stream. The heavy sinkers carry the 
bait near to the bottom, and it drifts 
along with the current. Getting no 
bite, be casts again, farther oat, 
Again and again the casting is re- 
peated, suddenly he calls out: 

“a —POUNDER, BY HOOKEY!”’ 
He has, indeed, hooked a big fish. 
There it breaks water a little ways 
down stream, straining with wide- 
open mouth at the taut line, but in 
another moment it has disappeared 


play them and 
they get away. Yesterday I hooked 


: 


# good one, and played him about fif- 


teen minutes. Just then an Indian 
came along and said: ‘Why you no 
jerk im out? Bi'm'by him break off.’ 
And sure enough the fish did bleak 
away about the time that I was going 
to land him. You can’t always tell 
what's best to do.” 

BAD LUCK. 
The two anglers pursued their way 
down stream. The younger fished 
till noon and got no bite. Then he 
put up his rod in disgust. The vet- 
eran fished steadily all day, down 
stream and up stream, and got no 
fish, not even a bite. Such is angler’s 
luck, especially the luck of the Truc- 
kee angler. Many a day the fisher- 
man in this river catches nothing. 
Yet, sometimes, when there is a good 
run” of fish in the river, he may bag 
half a dozen fine fish, and.count it no 
great catch. Such fishing requires 
great patience. It develops that fac- 
ulty to au amazing extent. The vet 
eran will fish every day for a week 
and catch nothing, yet be in no wise 
cast down. There is a fascination 
about the angle which grows upon its 
votaries. One man fished every Suo- 
day in the Truckee for two seasons 
befure he caught atrout. Your true 
angler is, after all, not so much con- 
cerned about the fish. It is the fish- 
ing that he enjoys. He likes to see 
and hear the waters run, to bask in 
the sun, and, as old Walton said, an- 
gle on and be content.” 4 

Other anglers are found along the 
banks as the Glendale bridge is neared. 
They also have caught nothing. This 
common failure generates a fellow 
feeling. A bunch of them sit down 
and lunch together. It is march, and 
yet the shade is pleasaut. The oily 
sardine is drawn from the tin coffin in 
which it has reposed since it left the 
shores of Sicily, and a black flash 
makes its appearance. Fishermen 
are always hungry, and always dry. 
The luach quickly disappears, and the 
contents of the flask rapidly evapo- 
rate in the sun. Cigars are lighted, 
and the veteran discourses upon the 
habits of the trout. 

THE VETERAN'S DISCOURSS. 

“The fishing ain't what it used to 
be. This spawniog ground used to 
be covered with trout. Now they 
catch the fish down below Wadsworth 
and give them no chance to come up. 
Get the figures of the shipmeots of 
trout from Wadsworth, and you'll sec 
why the fish don’t get up bere. Seems 
to me this way of catching fish with 
hooks is really worse for the fish than 
the Indian fashion of spearing. The 
Indians don't spear the she fish. They 
let her stay on the spawning bed, and 
spear the male fish as they come up. 
The she fish are small, and look like 
the silver trout, and can be easily tuld 
from the males. The females take 
bait much quicker than the males, 
and so they are mostly all caught out 
of the river, The male fish fight a 
good deal in spawning season. When 
you find a fish with a wound on bim, 
that's a bite got in a fight. The fe- 
male fish drops her eggs on the gravel 
beds and the male sheds his milt over 
them. They dig little holes with their 
noses for the eggs to lie in, and after- 
wards cover the eggs with gravel. Af. 
ter the fish are done spawning they lie 
around awhile, and then drop dowa 
stream.” 

THE INDIAN FISH SPEAR. 


Just then an Indian came along with 
a fish spear, and the veteran's talk 
was broken off. The Indian showed 
how the spear was made, and how he 
used it. The Indian who invented it 
had considerable ingenuity. The han- 
dle of the spear is a slender shaft of 
light and flexible wood, about an inch 
in diameter. Two pieces of stiff iron 
wire are securely bound with cord te 
the end of the shaft. They are bound 
opposite each other on the shaft and 
they project two inches beyond its 
end. The free ends of the wires are 
bent a little outward, or away from 
each other. Now comes the ingenious 
part of the spear. The points of the 
spear are inch-long pieces of wire 
sharpened at one end, and with the 
other end imbedded in a small ball of 
pitch. The points are fitted on the 
ends of the wires lashed to the spear, 
the balls of pitch keeping them in 
place. Each poiot is also fastened to 
the wooden shaft by a strong cord, 
which is slack enough to allow the 
points to easily come off the end 
wires. With spear in hand 
the Indian stands like a 


‘statue on the spawning bed in the 


river, with the water running about 
his knees. He sees a fish moving 
along the bottom. The ready spear 
is poised aloft and is plunged with 
unerring skill at the unsuspecting 
trout. The sharpened wires penetrate 


deep into the fish. As it struggles to 


free itself the pointscome off. Each 
poiot is tied by the middle to its cord; 
and, as soon a3 it comes off the spear, 
the least strain turns it sideways iu the 
flesh. Thus the fish is securely held 
by the spear points, and is promptly 
lifted out of the water, the Iodian all 
this time retaining the handle of the 
spear in his hand. 

After this explanation of spearing, 
the two anglers who started out to- 
gether retraced their steps up stream, 
They got home without a trout, but 
they had enjoyed their day along the 
river, and were the better for the ex- 
perience, trusting to have better luck 
next time.

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A HEROS DEATH, 


“Greater Love Hath no Man Than This, 
That He Lay Dewn His Life fora 
Friead.” 


The sad news announced in yester- 
day’s Gazette that R. P. Ferguson 
had lost his life in the vain attempt to 
save a man who had accidentally fall- 
en into the river is confirmed this 
morning. Mr. Fergusou was owner, 
with J. 8. Thompson of Nevada City, 
ot the Pacific Shingle Mill at Camp 
16, two miles above Boca. The mill 
is run by water power and a dam 
crosses just below the mill, to form a 
pond, which catches the shingle blocks 
as they float down the river. Mr. Fer- 
guson had hired a stranger named 
Frank Childs to help him make some 
repairs on the dam, and yesterday 
afternoon, about 3 o'clock, Childs fell 
into the river. To rescue him Fergu- 
son jumped in immediately after and 
both were drowned. Whether tae 
cold water gave him a cramp or 
whether Childs seized him and dragged 
him to the bottom is not known. 
While he was s'ruggling in the water, 
his little boy saw him and plunged in 
to help him, but he was taken out 
safely. A man was sent to Tahoe this 
morning to shut the water off at the 
dam and let the river run down, so 
that the bodies can be recovered. Mr. 
Ferguson was a New Yorker about 
42 years of age. He leaves a wife and 
four children, the eldest aged about 11 
years. He has been on the river ever 
dove a large business. Ile was a man 
of very generous vature and habits, 
aud hada great mauy warm triends. 
The manner of his death certainly 
shows a brave and tender heart. To 
apring to the relief of a drowniog fel- 
low-man, in a swift and dangerous 
stream like the Truckee, shows the 
stuff of which he was made. Mr. Fer- 
guson was a member of the Masonic 
Lodge and Chapter at Truckee.

A Young Grandfather, 

Seventeen years ago J. B. Ross 
came up from Sacramento to the end 
of the railroad at Newcastle, and 
struek off into the mountains for Plu- 
mas county. Last weck he came isto 
Reno and saw a lecomotive for the 
first time in all those years. As his 
trade isan iron moulder, learned in 
the locomotive shops at Paterson, N. 
J., the engines looked like old friends 
and he felt like shaking hands. In 
17 years in the mountains he has 
crossed the Sierra 30 times on 
snow shoes, never losing hia way cr 
laying out over night. Mr. Ross is 
a young looking man of 43. He was 
a father before he was 20, and his 
daughter married at 16. He has been 
a grandfather for seven years. He is 
no relation to Albert or the other Ross 
families here.
